THE LATEST DISCOVERY IN ELECTRICAL 
SCIENCE. 
This may well be termed the age of the 
discovery of electrical appliances. So far 
as primal discovery in electrical science is 
concerned, it is less noteworthy than in 
the development of applications 
of 
electricity to the needs of man. Thus we 
have had in this age the economic utiliza­ 
tion of electricity in varied forms as a 
means of lighting streets; its appli­ 
cation for the illumination of honses; 
its use in medicine and snrgery, hy 
which several cavities of the body n.ay be 
examined by the electrical light; its use as 
a beacon at sea, os a signal light on ships, 
and for other valuable purposes. Then 
the application of electricity as a 
practical motor for certain kinds of rail, 
ways, and for light machinery. Contem­ 
poraneously came the application of the 
telephone ; the discovery of the storage of 
electrical energy ; new applications of the 
force in telegraphy; itsusesin photography; 
the many discoveries of methods of insula­ 
tion ; the application of electricity to the 
operation of alarm devices of various kinds, 
and to a hundred other forms of machinery. 
So the applications of electricity have 
made great progress ; no other agent con­ 
trolled by man has, indeed, so rapidly ad­ 
vanced into the realm of usefulness or has 
answered more largely to the demands of 
the day. The latest discovery, however, 
and one that promisee to rival in its mar­ 
velous character, though not in usefulness, 
all that have preceded it in the annals of 
electrical science, is reported from Aus­ 
tralasia. Dr. Guidrah, of Victoria, claims 
to have completed the detaib of an inven, 
ti un for the conveyance by electrical action 
of vibrations of light. It will enable us 
not only to speak with our distant friends, 
bat actually to see them, thongh hundreds 
of miles away. The instrument, which 
the doctor terms an electroscope, was tried 
recently at Melbourne, in the presence of 
some forty scientists and practical elec­ 
tricians, and with what is asserted to have 
been complete success. Sitting in a dark 
room they saw projected upon a large disc 
of white burnished metal the race course 
at Flemington, with its thousands of peo­ 
ple moving about, the horses in motion, 
and all the details of the place, fixed and 
active. These stood out with all the 
fidelity that characterizes the photograph, 
and as the spectators looked at the wonder­ 
ful picture throngh binocular glasses 
they found it difficult to realize that 
they were not near the race course 
and not actually looking down from 
a convenient hight upon all its activ. 
ities. The accounts we have of the alleged 
discovery are meager, but assuming the'm 
to be true they are sufficient to excite the 
keenest curiosity. It íb trne that efforts 
to transmit waves of light by electrical 
action have frequently been made, but we 
believe no satisfactory successes have be­ 
fore resulted. But if the Guidrah inven­ 
tion has solved the problem we can readily 
see how important an auxiliary to the 
world's doings his discovery will become. 
Coupled with the telephone it will enable 
ns to look upon the faces of distant friends 
and at the same time to hear the tones of 
their voices. It will enable the detective 
to test the identity of suspected crim­ 
inals 
at 
a 
distance 
or 
without 
their personal presence 
It wijl fi- 
cilitate the 
identification 
of 
pur­ 
ported agents or the detection of fraudu­ 
lent representatives. It will be of use to 
bankers in establishing identity in doubt­ 
ful cases. It is barely possible that the 
invention may develop into such perfection 
that by the aid of photography and optical 
instruments entire documents or pages of 
papers may be transmitted and reproduced 
in a brief space of time, and the delays of ; 
the mail he avoided, thus working a revo­ 
lution in the transniigfioD of news in detail. 


But while nil these are mere speculations, 
and based on but a brief and incomplete 
account of the reported invention, such 
have been the marvels of this era of dis­ 
covery in electrical science that we are 
warranted in indulging in the most ro­ 
mantic speculations, and dwelling hope­ 
fully upon what now appear to ho improb­ 
able possibilities. 
NOVBL LAWS. 
Two States, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
have passed laws that permit the pro­ 
bating of a will during the life of the 
testator. This has some advantages cer­ 
tainly, but its inconveniences and dangers 
would appear to be greater. It may bo ail 
very well to prevent the possibility of con­ 
tests by this ante-mortem proceeding, and 
to effectually bar law suits over one’s estate; 
but when it is known jnst what disposition 
will be made of a man’s property after 
death, there n created a strong temptation 
on the part of some one or many to have 
him speedily dissolve relations with thingB 
earthly. It is true that the law provides 
after one has proved hia will before the 
Court, it shall be sealed np, registered 
and locked in the vault of the Court-house. 
But this is only a slight protection against 
publicity. As officials go out of office with 
the knowledge of the contents of such 
wills, they are pretty certain to prove 
“ leaky ” concerning the secrets reposed in 
them. There would appear to be quite as 
much doubt and danger and uncertainty 
in the new and novel plan as under the 
present law. If the law permitted tho 
testator to prove tho will in a package so 
sealed that the breaking of it open would 
be patent on examination, it wonld be less 
objectionable. Perhaps the law does pro­ 
vide that the contents of the will shall not 
be known to the Court or any of its offi­ 
cers, and perhaps it guards 
with necessary jealousy. We shall look 
for the full text of the statute with inter­ 
est. Certainly it is very desirable that 
some system be adopted to avoid demoral­ 
izing contentions in Probate Courts be­ 
tween heirs named in wills and those who 
are disappointed by omission. 


ALL DOUBT BEH­OVED 
If any one has entertained any doubts 
as to the guilt of the men arraigned 
for the murders of Cavendish and Burke 
in Fhcenix Park, Dublin, they must now 
yield them to the plea of guilty yesterday 
entered by Patrick Delaney and Thomas 
Caffrey. Both men were informed that the 
plea of guilty would give no hope for mit­ 
igation of the death sentence, but both ad­ 
hered to it. They admitted that they were 
in the park and witnessed the assassina­ 
tions, saying that they were under oath to 
go to the park, and rested under the penalty 
of death for disobedience. Delaney says he 
took no part in the murders, although he 
saw the killing done. Caffrey insisted that 
he did not know what was to happen until 
ten minutes before the fatal blows fell. 
They declared that Brady and Kelly, and 
no one else, struck the unwarned victims 
down. This puts at rest all question con­ 
cerning the Government of England hairing 
the real asBasains in hand. That these two 
declared that they took no part in the kill­ 
ing and knew of it but shortly before cuts 
no figure in the case. They knew murder 
was abcut to be done, and they had time to 
cry out and warn the victims of the assault, 
even if they were in fear of death. They 
were members, too, of a secret band of cut­ 
throats, sworn to do the bidding of their 
leader, and knew that bidding involved 
murder as one of the probabilities. 
DIVIDED COUNCILS. 
The Albany Journal pertinently remarks, 
in reply to speculations upon the course of 
the Ilepublican press by the Utica Observer, 
that it rests with the party out of power 
to take the affirmative in a campaign. 
The onu3 is upon it to show why a change 
is pardonable or desirable. 
It is not 
enough to pick out Haws in the party in 
power. It must be shown by the opposi­ 
tion its clear superiority to induce the peo­ 
ple to consent to a change. Take the 
tariff question—it devolves on those ask­ 
ing for the public confidence to show that 
they are united upon a well-defined and 
popular policy. 
Can it do so with Mr. 
Carter Harrison and his protection policy; 
Mr. Randall and his two-sided platform ; 
Mr. Bayard and non-committalism ; Mr. 
Watterson and his positive threat of seces­ 
sion, if free trade is not made the keynote ; 
the Nashville American and its opposition 
to free trade; the New York Sun and its 
desire to leave the issue out of the cam­ 
paign ; the New York World and its de­ 
mand for a tariff for revenue only ; the 
Pittsbarg Post and its ultimatum of pro­ 
tection ? 
SANDEAU, 
In 1831, Leonard Sylvain JuleB Sandeau, 
then a struggling law clerk and student, 
formed the acquaintance of Madame Dude- 
vant, the great grand-daughter of the fa­ 
mous Maurice de Saxe, and they wrote 
jointly the romance “ Rose and Blanche,” 
under the nom de plume of Jules Sand. 
They were to jointly produce a second 
novel, “ Indiana,” but Sandeau withdrew 
from the task, and the lady completed the 
work and published it as by George Sand. 
In 1858 Sandeau became keeper of the 
Mazarin library, and was elected a member 
of the French Academy, in whioh his death, 
recently announced, leaves a vacancy that 
will long remain unfilled. As a novelist and 
dramatic writer he was one of the brightest 
lights in the literary constellation of 
France. 
A party who has been divorced by New York 
C urts, because of bis or her unfaithfulness to tbe 
marriage vow, and who, while the late marital part­ 
ner still lives, marries again in New York, will do 
well to get away and keep away from the Empire 
State. The Court of Appeals has rendered a deci­ 
sion that mu9t make all snch feel very uncomfort­ 
able. The New York Act concerning divorces de­ 
clares that “ no defendant convicted of adultery 
shall marry again uatil the death of the complain­ 
ant.” The question arose whether a marriage in 
New Y'ork in violation of that law was an act of 
bigamy, and punishable as a felony. Now tbe New 
York code declares th at11 every one having a hus­ 
band or wife living," who shall many again, shall 
be adjudged guilty of bigamy, except in certain 
cases, and shall be sentenced to tbe State Prison for 
a period not exceeding five years. The excepted 
cases do not cover adultery, and so the Court holds 
that the marriage of one divorced for adultery, if 
consummated while the complainant is living, is a 
felony. As a consequence that State will be too hot 
hereafter to hold all parties who fail within the law 
as now interpreted by the Court of Appeals. 
Tits season of strikes has come again. In most 
cases the strikes will result in the defeat' of the 
workers. In the contest with capital they are un­ 
equally matched. Moagredien denominates “strikes” 
and “ leek outs ” as wealth destroyers, as they oc­ 
casion the disuse of the capital plant and ma­ 
chinery of the employer, loss to the labor sellers 
greater than to the labor buyers, and the turning 
away of trade to other districts. They constitute a 
war that, however it may end, brings victory to 
neither side. 
JtroGB Noah Davis, in a recent address in New 
York, made reference to a fact that is as significant 
as it is true.

New York, May 21.—A f-pjcial to the 
Star from Boston says : A woman named 
Mary Wolcott, styling herself Mice.

After waiting at the house nearly all Satur­ 
day night, a little girl who had been seen to 
enter the house twice during the night was 
arrested and divulged the woman’s quarters 
to be 19 Oxford street, whither the officer re­ 
paired and arrested Mrs. Walcott and six 
girls in her employ, whose ages vary from 1-1 
to 1G years. On Monday the case of Mme. 
Walcott came np in the Police Court, and 
she was held to answer on six charges of ab­ 
duction and keeping a house of ill-fame. The 
testimony at this woman’s hearing was that 
of six echool girls, from 11 to 16 years of age, 
whom she had enticed from geod homes to as­ 
sist her in pandering in various ways to the 
lowest vices. The testimony was horrible 
and sickening to the last degree. Mme. Wal­ 
cott’s den is said to have been patronizad by 
seme of the wealthiest men of Boston. It is 
stated that many pchoole or thi3 city have 
been corrupted in like manner daring the 
past year. 
A Woman Shockingly Assaulted. 
Baltimore, May 21—Monday night, about

Damages for Alienated Affections. 
New Y ork, May 2d.—A suit for §100,000 
as damages for the alienation of his wife’s 
affections has been begun by Eli Johnson, the 
well-known temperance speaker of Brooklyn, 
against Henry A. Higley, a prominent mem­ 
ber of the Plymouth Church, and who is a 
grain and provisión broker of this city. 
Johnson’s wife, Mary C. JohnsoD, is also a 
well-known temperance worker, and has been 
for nine years President of the First Brook­ 
lyn Woman’s Temperance Union. She and 
her husband recently had a quarrel and sepa­ 
rated. The complaint, which was served on 
the defendant Monday, sets forth that while 
the plaintiff was away defendant was unduly 
intimate with his wife, and alienated and de­ 
stroyed her affection for him.

They created a sensa­ 
tion in the Court-rootn by pleading guilty to 
the charges against them. Both were sen­ 
tenced to be hanged on the 21 of June. 
Before Caffrey pleaded guilty ha wa3 in­ 
formed that the Crown gave no topes of a 
mitigation of the death sentence which would 
be passed upon him. 
When Delaney was called he pleaded 
guilty, He said : “ I was brought into this 
at first foolishly, not knowing wh»t it was. 
1 was forced from my work to go to the park. 
Vie had to obey the orders of the Society ot 
take the consequences. When I got in the 
park I could not get away. I saw tbe mur­ 
ders committed, but took no part in them. 
The murders were committed by Joe Brady 
and Timothv Kelly, and by nobody else.” 
When Csffrey was placed in the dock bis 
face wore smiles. The consequence of plead­ 
ing guilty was again fully explained to him in 
open Court, but he persisted in his plea. Oa 
being asked if he had anything ta say why 
•sentence should not be passed upon him, 
Caffrey said: “ All I have got to say, stand­ 
ing on the brink of the grave, is that I did 
not know what was going to happen anti! ten 
minutes before the murders were committed. 
I was bound to go to the park under pain of 
death.” 
D ublin, May 21.—Tbe sentence of De­ 
laney will probably be commuted to life servi­ 
tude. Joseph Hanlon, awaiting trial, has 
finally been accepted ae approver. He will 
confirm the evidence of the two Careys 
against the thirteen prisoners in Kilmainham 
jail charged with conspiracy to murder.

LOCAL IKTELUCENGE.

THE CITY B ISDEBTEDNE28, 


Much icquiry has been made during the 
past few weeks as to the actual amount of 
the present bunded indebtedness of the city, 
and the nature of the debts upon which the 
bonds were issued. I t has required a careful 
investigation and much labor to obtain the 
required data, but the task has been accom­ 
plished for the readerB of the R ecord-Union, 
ana the results, which aro reliable, are here­ 
with presented. 
The original indebtedness 
for which the bonds were issued, was for pur­ 
poses and amounts as follows : For old water 
works, §308,000; for levee purposes, §200,000 ; 
for Fire Department, §70,000; for fitting np 
city prison in water works building, §11,800; 
for old script outstanding, §2,108. The ex­ 
penditures covered by these 
five items 
were originally bondad at 10 per cent, 
per 
annum, 
but 
upon 
passrge 
of 
the Act of 1858, said bonds were called in 
and our present bonds issued for the above 
amounts, at 6 per cant, per annum. There 
were also issued at the same timé bonds to 
the amount of §970,480, to refund prior 
bonds which had been put forth from time to 
time, bearing interest from 3 per cent, per 
month to 10 per cent, per annum, and which 
were for the deficiency in current expenses 
from 1849 to 1858. Thus the total amount of 
new bonds issued in 1858, to replace all 
former bonds was §1,562,388, at 6 per cent. 
For a number of years the interest upon 
the bonds was paid, but subsequently it was 
neglected or payment refused. The total in­ 
terest unpaid duriDg the past eleven and a 
half years, and including that to fall due to 
January 1, 1884, is §1,046,000. This gives a 
total of §2,008,388 on January 1, 1884. From 
this there is to be deducted the following; 
There were, prior to the creation of the 
Funded Debt Commission, in 1872, §44,000 
of bonds, face value, purchased by the City 
Treasurer at low rates. 
Since 1872 the 
Funded Debt Commissioners have purchased 
and now hold bonds of face value, §478,200, 
for 
which 
35 
cents 
on 
the 
dollar 
wa3 the maximum allowed to be paid by law. 
The Commissioners have also purchased out­ 
standing coupons to a large amount, which, 
together with the interest coupons attached 
to the bonds which they have purchased, 
amounts to §366,000. This makes & total 
credit of §8S8,200, which, deducted from the 
total original indebtedness and interest as 
stated, to wit, §2.608,388, leaves a net indebt- 
ness of principsl and interest January 1, 
1884, of §1 720,188, Of this the face value 
of the present outstanding bonds is §1,040,­ 
188, and interest on same, estimated January'' 
1, 1884, §030,000. Tnere is §360,000 of this 
§680,000 of interest which the city claims is 
barred by the statute of limitations, and 
which question is now at issue in the Courts. 
In this connection it may be Btated that 
the action commenced sometime since by the 
Funded Debt Commissioners against the cii-y 
for unpaid inteiest upon bondis held by the 
Commissioners, is in the interest of the city, 
to place her claims against the city sinking 
and interest fund upcn a level with those of 
others, so that whatever shall bs the result 
of the litigation concernirg the interest cou­ 
pons claimed to be barred, She shall not be 
narmed. 


WEATHER COMPABISOtiS. 


The April just past was normal in come of 
its meteorological cata and abnormal in 
others. Judging from its mean temperature 
it was about as warm as April, 1882, and not 
as cold as April, 1889, but very much colder 
than April, 1879 and 1881. B ut looking at 
the highest temperature reached daring the 
past month it is found that it was only 76', 
while in April, 1878, it was 78°; 1879, 83°; 
1880,78°; 1881. 84°; 1882, 82°; the lowest 
temperature being about the same a3 it was 
in April, 1880, which was the coldest April 
in the past six yeare. 
The month of April, 
1880, was the coldest April since this country 
was first settled by the '49.‘rs; and also the 
wettest, for during that month there was pre­ 
cipitated over 14 inches of rain, while this 
past April only .67 of an inch was recorded. 
The mean temperature lor thirty-three years 
was 59.6 degrees, showing the past month to 
be 3 6 degrees below the average mean tem 
peraturs for April for thirty-three years, and 
is also 1.20 inches of rainfall behind the 
average precipitation for the past thirty-three 
year?, the average being 1.87 inches. The 
following meteorological table, prepared for 
the R eco rd -U .n io n by Sergeant Berwick, is 
a comparison of the different instiuments in 
UBe at the United States Signal Office for the 
past six years, concluding with a brief sum­ 
mary of the weather for April, 1883 :

THE GRAIN FEET. 


In a letter to the Examiner, H. Behr 
gives the following in relation to the grain 
pest, which contains some additional sug­ 
gestions to those already published in the 


R e c o rd -U n io n : 
The insect pest of which oar farmers 
complain at present ia a species of Aphis 
that figures nnder different names, as 
Asegelffm, Atritici, Alolii, etc., in syste­ 
matic enumerations, because ancient au­ 
thors paid little attention to the specific 
character of this group, and only men­ 
tioned them in connection with the plant 
subject to their depredations, w ithout giv­ 
ing any farther description. 
If the ques­ 
tion of the name of the animal is Btili un­ 
settled, the insect itself is but too well 
known all over the tem psrate zone of the 
northern hemisphere. 
Like all Aphides, it 
hibernates in the egg state, reaches its 
winged form (the males and females of the 
first generation are winged) in California 
not before April, in northern Germany not 
before June. 
W ith all its wings the insect 
has but little power of flight, but is wafted 
about by the’ winds, and soon perishee. 
Those that reach a favorable spot leave an 
offspring of living Aphides (not eggs). This 
generation and all the following ones con­ 
sist only of females th at never get wings, 
but bring forth a numerous offspring with­ 
out fecundation. 
This process repeats it­ 
self through mkny consecutive generations, 
till late in the fall, when a last geneiation 
lay eggs destined to hibernate and be the 
beginning of the same cyclus of evolutions 
for the next year. 
There is no possibility of saving a crop 
once infested by this enemy, but it ia easy 
enough to protect the neighboring dis­ 
tricts, provided they are out of the reach 
of the current of predominating winds, 
and even then a small hillock will protect 
a large tract of land against an invasion. 
The law of some countries therefore con­ 
siders it a misdemeanor to sell hay, or even 
vegetables, ont of the infested district, as 
soon as it is pronounced as such, into the 
district as yet free of the p e st; and so the 
sale of hay is stopped till the harvest be­ 
gins, the aphis never injuring a cut down 
crop. 
This law has a very good reason, as 
the farmers generally mow the crop for hay 
before it ia entirely destroyed. 
Hay, of 
course, getB then plentiful and cheap, and 
experience 
of 
former 
calamities 
has 
demonstrated th at it serves as a means to 
carry the pest from district to district. 
There ia one consolation in this calamity. 
It is the circumstance that the pest takes 
care of itself. 
The infested district will be 
safe against any invasion of the same kind 
tor several years, the enemies of the aphis 
multiplying at even a quicker rate than 
the aphis itself. 
And the- aphis -has 
many enemies—lady-birds, syrphus and 
hemerobiua larvto, and last, but not least, 
two minute species of wasps, an aphidius 
and a coccophaga. 
Of the latter wasp I fonnd a great num ­ 
ber in most of the packages containing 
infested grain. They are a curious instance 
of mimicry, resembling as to size and col­ 
oration so much the winged generation that 
it requires a sharp eye to notice the differ­ 
ence without the assistance of a lens. 
I do 
not know if this mimicry exists to deceive 
the aphis or to have some fun with our 
Agricultural Board of Entomological Offi­ 
cers, but happily this little wasp exists in 
sufficient numbers to destroy the coming 
generation of aphis. 
The farmers of the infested districts 
have to console themselves with the pros­ 
pect of a next year’s crop entirely free 
from aphis. 
I take this opportunity to direct the at­ 
tention of our farmers to a danger that 
seems not to have been taken into consid­ 
eration. 
I have received packages of in­ 
fested grain in which the insects were 
secured in a very careless manner. 
Some 
packages were mere letter envelopes, and 
contained only withered leaves, the aphis 
having escaped during the voyage. 
Now, 
if our regular State Entomologists have 
received as many packages of this unsafe 
character a3 I have, this circumstance may 
have considerably contributed to spread 
the pe3t into districts originally not in­ 
fested.

There was also found within his cavernous 
interior an iron rowlock, Beveral cans of 
salmon, part of a boathook, a large can 
which had been used as a float for the end 
of a net, and a trip-hammer, evidently 
from some pile-driver.
